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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ashby  Woulds 
Urban  District  Council: 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen 

I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  1958 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  is  a change  in  the  presentation  of 
the  Vital  Statistics.  This  is  in  accordance  with  the  w ishes  of  the 
Ministry  so  that  comparisons  can  be  made. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  the  population  has  again 
decreased,  from  3360  in  1957  to  3330  in  1958. 

The  birth  rate  (14.7)  is  higher  than  last  year  (11.0),  and  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (16.4). 

The  death  rate  (11,0)  is  lower  than  last  year  (12.4)  and  lower 
than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (11.7). 

Both  the  still  birth  rate  (19.2),  and  death  rate  of  infants 
under  one  year  of  age  (0)  are  much  lower  than  last  year  and  much 
lower  than  that  for  England  and  ’Wales  (21.6  and  22,5)  respectively. 

i\gain  as  for  many  years  past  the  chief  causes  of  death  were  in 
diseases  associated  with  elderly  people. 
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There  was  one  death  from  pneumonia. 

There  {gas  been  further  damage  to  Council  water  mains  in  the  Spring 
Cottage  and  Reservoir  Hill  area,  and  slight  damage  to  Council  Houses 
in  the  Sweethill  area,  due  to  mining  subsidence. 

The  standards  of  the  sewagd  works  and  effluent  have  been  maintained 
at  Stone  Row  and  albert  Village.  The  remedial  measures  at  Spring  Cottage 
and  the  completion  of  the  pumping  station  and  remedial  measures  at  the 
Crescent  has  alleviated  a danger  to  health  which  had  been  in  existence 
for  about  five  years,  but  tne  additional  amount  of  dewage  being  pumped 
to  the  Donisthorpe  Lane  works  has  caused  overloading  of  works.  Means 
are  to  be  taken  to  overcome  this  difficulty  by  extending  the  works. 

Ten  traditional  houses  were  erected  at  Blackfordby  Lane  by  the 
Council  during  the  year,  as  a commencement  to  their  Slum  Clearance 
Programme.  Altogether  eleven  families  were  re-housed,  a total  of  34 
persons.  This  involved  a total  of  sixteen  houses  of  which  eleven  are 
being  demolished  and  five  being  used  under  the  Act  for  purposes  other 
than  housing. 

Three  houses  have  been  erected  by  private  enterprise  and  two  are 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  shops  and  canteens  in  the 
district  is  very  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Council  Houses  is  67,  and  the  number 
of  applications  received  during  the  year  30. 

Good  progress  continues  to  be  made  in  the  implementing  of  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations  1955. 

There  were  three  cases  of  infectious  disease,  two  mwasles  and  one 
acute  poliomyelitis  (paralytic)  in  a nine  year  old  girl  who  was  admitted 
to  an  Orthopeodic  Hospital  for  further  treatment fleam  an  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  carrier  state  in  a younger  sister  lasted  over  lour  months. 

I am  pleased  to  report  a considerable  increc,-:  in  the  number  of 

children  receiving  primary  immunisation  against  distfcheria.  This  is 
probably  due  to  the  desire  to  be  protected  against  whooping  cough  at  the 
same  time,  and  the  publicity  given  by  innoculation  against  poliomyelitis. 

I am  unable  to  give  any  figures  at  present  of  persons  being  protected 
against  poliomyelitis. 

Two  cases  were  added  to  the  tuberculosis  register  during  the  year, 
of  v/hich  was  one  was  notified  for  the  first  time. 

I would  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  public  Health  Department  of 
the  County  Council  for  fheir  help  and  co-operation.  I should  like  to 
thank  Mr.  Webb,  the  Surveyor  and  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his 
invaluable  assistance.

The  district 
is  affected  by  mining  subsidence,  but  prompt  attention  to  the  damage  to 
mains  and  sewers  has  caused  little  danger  to  health  and  inconvenience  to 
the  area.  The  completion  of  remedial  works  at  the  Crescent  has  alleviate 
one  serious  danger  to  health  and  has  resulted  in  2 unoccupied  Council 
Houses  being  renovated  and  occupied. 

There  are  three  Recreation  Grounds  in  the  Urban  District  with  a 
total  acreage  of  12^-  acres.  Plans  have  been  formulated  for  the 
improvement  of  Children’s  playing  facilities  at  the  Occupation  Road 
Recreation  Ground,  Albert  Village,  in  1959.

Hospitals 

All  hospitals  except  a few  private  Maternity  and  Nursing  Homes  are 
under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  County  Homes  for  the 
aged  and  infirm  are  under  the  auspices  of  the  County  Council.  When 
their  residents  take  ill  they  become  the  responsibility  of  the  Regional 
Hospital  Board.

Colliery  accidents  are  removed  by  Ambulances  provided  by 
the  National  Coal  Board  stationed  at  Nailstone  Colliery  and  Rawdon 
Colliery,  Moira. 

Nursing  in  the  Home 

All  district  Nursing  and  Midwifery  is  under  the  County  Council.
